Talks renewed about solar restrictions 


Council discusses 
allowing solar farms 
on agricultural land

With developers reportedly in- 
terested in large-scale solar farm 
projects on “half a dozen” proper- 
ties in town, the City Council this 
week returned to its discussion 
on how to regulate the projects. 

The towns zoning code cur- 
rently makes no reference to so- 
lar farms — fields with more than 
one acre of ground-mounted so- 
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lar energy panels — leading to 
confusion about where they are 
permitted. In May, the council 
came within one vote of passing 
a zoning ordinance that would 
have allowed solar farms in in- 
dustrial zones only. Those who 
voted against the zoning change 
said such a narrow restriction 
would leave the town open to 
lawsuits. 

The debate picked up right 
where it left off at a council work- 
shop on July 10. 

“If we say only industrial, it 
wont survive a court challenge 
because it’s too restrictive, said 
City Councilor Christopher John- 
son, echoing the points he had 
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made earlier this year. 

He suggested, as he had earli- 
er this year, that the town’s zon- 
ing code also allow solar farms in 
agricultural zones, on a special 
permit basis. 

“Weve had this discussion ad 
nauseam, said City Councilor 
Robert Rossi. “This thing really 
isn't a complicated issue, but we 
make it one. The point of not put- 
ting it in agricultural [zones] is 
because can put residential prop- 
erty in agricultural, and so many 
residential areas are surrounded 
by agricultural’ 

Councilor Richard ‘Theroux, 
who had proposed the industri- 
al-only zoning earlier this year, 
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agreed with Rossi. He said he 
did not oppose solar energy, but 
wanted to make sure residents 
home values were protected. 

“It should be in the right ar- 
eas, Theroux said. “It shouldnt 
be in the back yard of the biggest 
investment they make in their 
lives’ 

Councilor Paul Cavallo said 
the town should adopt the zon- 
ing it feels is appropriate, and 
worry about lawsuits only if and 
when they occur: “I don't think 
we should be pressured by any of 
these people coming in to town.’ 

Rossi also said any special

Lions Club still 
fundraising for 
$285K ‘tot lot’

Lions Club fundraising for the 
Perry Lane Park playground con- 
tinues to surpass expectations, 
but the lions share of the cost 
is expected to be borne by the 
town’s CPA fund. 

The club has taken in $22,000 
for the “tot lot” project over the 
past year, more than double the 
initial goal of $10,000. The total 
cost of renovating the playground 
will be about $285,000, however. 

Lions Club Secretary Dick La- 
nier said the club has been over- 
whelmed by the community sup- 
port for the project. 

“What really surprised us was 
probably 60 percent of the funds 
was straight-up donations, which 
we did not count on, Lanier said. 
“The level of community support 
for this project has been absolute- 
ly phenomenal. It’s very gratify- 
ing. Im confident were going to 
exceed” $25,000. 

Lanier said the club is meeting 
this week to discuss its next fund- 
raiser, but is also shifting some of 
its focus from fundraising events 
and toward grant applications. 
The club recently achieved 501c3 
nonprofit recognition from the 
Internal Revenue Service, and can 
now receive tax-deductible dona- 
tions from companies and busi- 
nesses, as well as apply for grants 
from charitable foundations. 

The work to be done includes 
replacing worn structures on the 
large play area, adding poured- 
in-place rubber surfacing, and 





Local leaders oppose 
Senate bill to remove 
Native American imagery

While legislators in Boston are 
considering a bill to prohibit Native 
American logos and team names 
in high school sports, the Agawam 
School Committee took its own vote 
last month. 

The board agreed unanimously on 
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June 27 to adopt Agawam’s familiar 
Native American chief’s-head logo as 
the school districts official mascot. 
School Committee members Wendy 
Rua and Shelley Borgatti-Reed, who 
sponsored the resolution, said the im- 
age represents tradition, not dispar- 
agement. 

“The Native American has always 
held a place of honor and been a 
source of pride” for the schools and 
the community, the resolution states. 

The resolution was a reaction to 
Senate Bill 291, a proposed law being 
discussed on Beacon Hill. Following 
a pattern set by similar legislation 
in Oregon, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
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sin, it would ban any “name, symbol, 
or image that depicts or refers to an 
American Indian tribe, individual, 
custom or tradition that is used by a 
public school as a mascot, nickname, 
logo, letterhead or team name.’ Spe- 
cific examples in the bill include “In- 
dians, “Indianettes, “Chieftains” and 
“Braves. 

Introduced earlier this year, the bill 
needs to clear several legislative hur- 
dles before a vote in the state House 
and Senate could take place early next 
year. Supporters say Native American 
mascots are offensive and promote a

Tracy DeMaio, environmental project 
coordinator for the town of Agawam, has 
announced that the DPW collect unwanted 
trash and recycling bins during the week of 
July 17-21. Containers should be left empty 
and upside down on residents’ scheduled 
trash collection day. 

Old trash barrels and blue recycling bins 
should no longer be used for the towns 
curbside trash pickup system. All residents 
should be using the brown wheeled carts 
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provided by the town last month. 

DeMaio said residents are encouraged 
to find an alternate use for their former 
trash containers and recycling bins. Yard 
waste stickers are available at the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to identify trash con- 
tainers being reused for yard waste collec- 
tion in the fall. The DPW office is at 1000

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Emergency need for 
blood donors 


The American Red Cross is facing a crit- 
ical blood shortage and is issuing an emer- 
gency call for eligible blood and platelet 
donors of all blood types to give now and 
help save lives. 

Blood donations have fallen short of ex- 
pectations for the past two months, with 
about 61,000 fewer donations than needed 
and causing a significant depletion of the 
Red Cross blood supply. The shortfall is the 
equivalent of the Red Cross not collecting 
any blood donations for more than four days.

Library exhibiting ‘End War’ posters 


Anti-war posters from several countries 
are on display this month at the Agawam 
Public Library. 

The “End War” exhibit features selec- 
tions from a collection of more than 6,600 
posters owned by Stephen Lewis. He is a 
long-time activist in the labor movement 
and the former treasurer of his union. 

Lewis believes this exhibit is important 
“.. because every tax dollar spent by the 
U.S. government to wage war is one less 
dollar for education, improving highways, 
healthcare, converting to clean energy, jobs 
etc.’ He said he is concerned that “jet fight- 
ers are being built that the Air Force doesn't 
want; that hundreds of veterans are home- 
less; that the U.S. has troops stationed in at 
least 80 countries; that hundreds of civil- 
ians are being killed by our Air Force; and 
that the U.S. government has decided that 
we have the right to be the police force for 
the world.’ 

Lewis added, “a trail of money that leads 
to war is the arms trade. Some corpora- 


tions make a big profit on everything from 
sidearms to ballistic missiles. The bigger 
the bang, the greater the profit.’ 

The posters and photos were contrib- 
uted by friends, collected at conferences 
and visits to some of the organizations, and 
from connections made through the Inter- 
net.

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Ex-officer cops plea, pays back union 


Former Agawam Police Officer Gary 
Nardi Jr. will serve two years of probation 
after striking a deal to avoid a trial for em- 
bezzlement. 

The state attorney generals office 
agreed last week to accept a continuation 
without a finding in Nardi’ case after the 
former patrolman paid back $15,946.23 
that he had taken from the Agawam Police 
Patrolman’s Association, of which he was 
treasurer. If Nardi completes the two years 
without incident, the three larceny charges 
against him will be dropped. He had been 
scheduled for a jury trial before Judge Con- 
stance Sweeney in September. 

According to Hampden Superior Court 
documents, Nardi and the state prosecutor 
agreed to the plea deal last Thursday, July 7. 
As part of the deal, Nardi agreed not to seek 
employment in law enforcement during 
the two-year probation period. Nardi, 46, is 
a resident of Ludlow. 

Agawam Police Chief Eric Gillis said 
Nardi was dismissed from the police force 
in January of this year, shortly after his Dec. 
30 indictment on three felony counts of 


larceny over $250. Nardi had been on paid 
administrative leave since May 2016, when 
the allegations first surfaced that he was 
abusing his position to steal patrolmen’s 
union funds. 

The attorney general alleged that Nardi, 
who served as the unions elected treasur- 
er from 2011 to 2016, stole dues money by 
withdrawing cash at an ATM; paying his 
own bills with union funds; and writing 
checks to himself from the unions bank 
account. 

Court documents’ describe his 
$15,946.23 repayment as a “full restitution. 

His case was prosecuted by Assistant 
Attorney General Elizabeth Vasiliades of 
the attorney general's Criminal Bureau. The 
investigation was handled by Sallyann Nel- 
ligan, director of the attorney general's Fi- 
nancial Investigations Division, and State 
Police assigned to the attorney general's 
office. 

Neither Gillis nor a spokesman for the 
attorney generals office offered additional 
comment on the case. 





Web river map answers question: ‘Is It ar 


The Connecticut River Conservancy, 
formerly Connecticut River Watershed 
Council, and 15 partners have launched 
the 2017 Connecticut River basin water 
sampling program. 

Samples are taken at more than 140 sites 
along the river, including Pynchon Point in 
Agawam. The results are color-coded and 
plotted on a map. 

“Cities and towns along the river are 
making significant investments to reduce 
pollution to our rivers and this has made a 
tremendous difference. We want people to 
be able to explore and enjoy this wonderful 
resource, said CRC river steward Andrea 
Donlon. “Our rivers are certainly much 
cleaner than they used to be, but it makes 
sense for river users to pay attention to this 
information so they know when it’s clean 
for swimming or boating.’ 

Water samples are tested for E. coli bac- 
teria as an indicator for all types of other 
pathogens that could potentially cause ill- 
ness. River users can visit www.Connecti- 
cutRiver.us/isitclean to find bacteria test 
results at river access and recreation sites 
in Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, and northern Connecticut, including 
several in the Springfield area. Samples are 
typically collected at each site weekly or 
bi-weekly and test results are posted online 
24 hours later, through early October. 

“The data tells us that it is a good idea to 
stay out of the water for 24-48 hours after a 
heavy rain because bacteria levels could be 
high,’ noted CRC river steward Alicea Cha- 
ramut. “Bacteria can spike after a storm 
due to combined sewer overflows and pol- 
luted stormwater runoff from urban, sub- 
urban, and agricultural areas.’

The water sampling project is now in its 
10th year. Partner organizations include 
Connecticut River Conservancy, Pioneer 
Valley Planning Commission, Southeast- 
ern Vermont Watershed Alliance, Putney 
Rowing Club, Black River Action Team, 
White River Partnership, Ottauquechee 
River Group, Ashuelot River Local Advisory 
Committee, Greater Northfield Watershed

Association, Greenfield Health Depart- 
ment, Deerfield River Watershed Associa- 
tion, Millers River Watershed Council, Con- 
necticut River Chapter of Trout Unlimited, 
Scantic River Watershed Association/Uni- 
versity of Saint Joseph, Goodwin College, 
the Connecticut River Academy, and USGS. 
All of these organizations rely on trained 
volunteers to help with sampling. Every 
year, these organizations must apply for 
grants and request donations to keep their 
testing programs going. Those that find 
this information useful are encouraged to 
support their local watershed organization 
by becoming a member.

ow that were all wired in to seemingly every 

| \ | possible entertainment option, 24 hours a day, 

is there a need for SummerFest, the free con- 

cert series at School Street Park, with its traffic and 
bugs and occasional rainstorm? 

Yes, there is. For all of the little annoyances that at- 
tach to any mass gathering, the July and August Sum- 
merFest schedule remains a treasured community 
event in Agawam, and for good reason. 

Anyone with a smartphone, or a laptop and an 
Internet connection, has instant access to more free 
music, on demand at any time, than a record store 
manager or music librarian 20 years ago. 

So why show up for a Billy Joel tribute band con- 
cert on a Wednesday night at the park when any of 
us, at any hour of any day, can watch concert videos 
of the Piano Man himself, in the comfort of our own 
homes? Because theres something special about live 
music. There's something special about being present 
as the music is created, catching the little mistakes 
and improvisations that deviate from the “standard” 
version of the song, your applause and your voice add- 
ing a little bit to the energy that fuels and inspires the 
performers on stage. 

And theres something special about live music 
outdoors in the summertime. Like barbecue and 
baseball, music is at its best under the open sky. Mom 
and Dad can set up chairs while the kids wander off 
to the playground during the slow songs. There’s plen- 
ty of room to get up and dance. Surrounded by soft 
grass and fresh air, the music feels more like a part of 
nature. It’s true at Tanglewood and it’s true at Lollapa- 
looza, and it’s true here in Agawam, too. 

Of course, SummerFest doesn't just fall out of the 
clear blue sky. There are dozens of volunteers and 
town employees figuratively standing behind that 
bandstand — or, in some cases, literally standing be- 
hind a hot dog grill, a raffle table or a police cruiser. 
Someone has to find, book and budget for the musical 
acts. Someone has to keep the grass trimmed and the 
stage clean. Several someones have to bring, cook and 
serve the food. Watching over the whole operation is 
Parks and Recreation Director Christopher Sparks. 

The concerts maybe free to attend, but they do 
cost money. Sponsorships help, but some of the big- 
gest costs are spread out among all property owners 
in town. Your tax dollars pay for the upkeep of the 
park and the police detail. Your tax dollars, through 
the Community Preservation Act surcharge, paid for 
the construction of the bandstand and pavilion. 

Its money well spent, though. For a few hours ev- 
ery Wednesday night, Agawam has a place to come to- 
gether and enjoy two of life's great, simple joys — two 
of the things that, separately, define “joy” to many of 
us — together as they should be: music and nature.

55 lived on nearby Woodcliff Avenue. How 
many Saturday nights do you think they 
heard the roar of the race cars? We heard 
them pretty well at Agawam Center a mile 
away, so how loud was it there? If you were 
in the grandstand watching, you had to 
shout to the person next to you. Buddy 
Krebs, Dick Dixon and Jocko Maggiacomo 
made a lot of noise. 

An interesting study is to compare the 
1955 Manning's Directory to what you see 
on a slow drive down Main Street. I started 
at the South Street intersection this morn- 
ing, pretty early, so cars going by would 
have room to go around me. Twistys is on 
the south corner now. In 1955, Charles R. 
Robinson had the whole corner and placed 
three ads in the 55 Sachem — one for 
Robinson's Grocery Store, one for fuel and 
range oil and one for Robinson's Service 
Station. Maybe there are underground gas 
tanks still there and a possible nightmare 
for any change of ownership. The 55 Man- 
ning’s has a parking lot next heading south, 
and then Nondos Drive Inn and another 
parking lot. My memory there is an A&W 
Root Beer with car hops. That would have 
been around 1964. Anyone who knows

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permit process be “arbitrary” and open to 
abuse, with the standards for receiving a 
permit varying along with the composition 
of the permit-granting board. 

He said the town is obligated only to 
provide a zone in which solar farms are 
allowed — not to provide a zone that has 
sufficient empty or available land for new 
developments. 

“The law does not say we have to accom- 
modate these people, he said. 

Richard Maggi, a member of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, told the council that if it 
believes the current industrial zone is too 
restrictive, councilors have the authority to 
rezone parts of the town from agricultural 
to industrial. If they limit the rezoning to 
agricultural lands that are far away from 
residential zones, they can accomplish 
the goal of providing solar developers with 
more options, but without a repeat of the 
community opposition that Eversource 
met when it tried, earlier this year, to build 
a 20-acre solar farm across the street from 
houses on Kosak Court. 


In the same vein, Councilor Gina Letell- 
ier suggested an overlay zoning district for 
solar panels, which again could include ag- 
ricultural or commercial land that doesnt 
abut residential neighborhoods, while leav- 
ing agricultural land near houses off-limits. 

The council did not reach a consensus 
this week, but agreed to refer the matter to 
its Legislative Subcommittee and include 
Planning Board and ZBA members in its 
deliberations. A zoning code change would 
require eight “yes” votes to pass. 

According to Councilor Joseph Mineo, 
the mayor has heard of “half a dozen” po- 
tential large-scale solar projects eyeing 
land in Agawam now. One of those pro- 
posed solar farms involves land on Shoe- 
maker Lane; the landowner is asking for a 
zoning change from agricultural to indus- 
trial. That zoning change will be discussed 
at a Sept. 5 public hearing. 

Letellier said in addition to working 
on a new zoning ordinance, the council 
should adopt a temporary moratorium on 
all solar projects as an emergency measure 
at its August meeting.

completely replacing the small play area 
to create a “tot lot” playground for two- to 
five-year-old children, while making every- 
thing more handicap accessible. 

“The equipment that’s there is 17 years 
old and its not age-appropriate, said 
Christopher Sparks, 
director of Parks and 
Recreation. “The 
biggest reason were 
replacing the small 
playground is be- 
cause it isnt age-ap- 
propriate for two to 
five years old. The 
large playground 
is going to be com- 
pletely refurbished, 
updated, fixed, mod- 
ernized, and all the 
worn pieces are be- 
ing replaced’ 

Previously, all town playgrounds used 
wood chips as their surfacing. Sparks said 
he has been slowly changing to a rubber 
surface because it a better product over- 
all, requiring less maintenance and being 
more in line with ADA standards. 

“Ihroughout town, all of our play- 
grounds have been converted to poured- 
in-place rubber surfacing, he said. “We 
have three playgrounds left — Perry Lane, 
a small playground at Borgatti [Field] and 
a small playground at the Maynard Street 
Pool. So after this playground is done, we 
will be down to two small playgrounds that 
we hope to get done in the next couple 
years, and then all our playgrounds will be 
100 percent poured-in-place place rubber

surfacing. 

First he needs the funding. Sparks said 
in addition to the $25,000 he expects the 
Lions Club to contribute, another $25,000 
will come from the town’s annual gift pay- 
ment from Berkshire Power, and $45,000 
will come from the 
Perry Lane summer 
camp revenues. 

The City Coun- 
cil is being asked to 
approve Commu- 
nity Preservation 
Act funds for the 
remaining $190,000. 
The council received 
its request from the 
CPA Committee at 
its July 10 meeting, 
and is expected to 
vote on the funding 
at its meeting in August. 

The CPA is a separate account funded 
by a 1 percent surcharge on property tax 
bills in Agawam, and annual matching 
grants from the state government. 

Sparks said he won't have a timeline for 
when construction may begin until he gets 
approval from the council to proceed. 

“T will have to work with the supplier to 
see how long it will take them to build and 
ship our products to us. Once the project 
is finally approved I'll work with my sales 
representative to order the playground and 
get an estimated delivery date. I’m in com- 
plete limbo until I place the order and they 
tell me what the shipping date will be,’ he 
explained.

negative stereotype of minorities. 

The “Brownies” nickname, however, 
might not be affected by the ban. AHS Ath- 
letic Director Dave Stratton stated several 
years ago that the nickname derives from 
the school colors of brown and orange. The 
athletic mascot derives from the Native 
Americans who lived in Agawam before it 
was settled by Europeans in the 1600s. The 
town was named after a local tribe; its seal 
depicts a farmer and a Native American. 

Another potential impact of the bill 
would be the renaming of the Agawam 
High School band, currently known as the 
Marching Mohawks. 


‘Political correctness’ 

Borgatti-Reed and 
Rua said Agawam 
should “continue its 
tradition based on 
its Indian founders.’ 
In written testimony 
submitted for a June 
6 public hearing con- 
ducted by the Leg- 
islatures education 
committee, they said 
Agawamss Native American mascot “proud- 
ly displays our heritage, not denigrates it.’ 

Additionally, they said it would be “a tre- 
mendous disservice to the Native American 
to remove something with such historical 
significance. Political correctness should 
not change history. 

Rua added that her opposing Senate Bill 
291 would “preserve and protect the pride 
and the history” of Agawam’s mascot, but is 
also about asserting local control over how 
a community represents itself. 

“Local communities should be given au- 
thority to maintain their traditions without 
government interference, added Rua, a re- 
gional vice chairman for the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees. “We're 
focused on sending a message to Boston: 
Its our town, our history, our traditions. 
We want to keep local governance over lo-

Borgatti-Reed, vice chairman of the 
School Committee, agrees with Rua about 
keeping local control. She added that if 
the bill passes, it not only would be “sad 
for Agawam, but it would be costly to re- 
move the chief’s-head logo from school 
apparel and buildings, including the new 
scoreboard on the recently renovated high 
school athletic field. 

School Superintendent Steve Lemans- 
ki, the former AHS principal, said the cost 
of changing the mascot cant be measured 
only in dollars. 

“Ihere are concerns about how a 
change in tradition would affect morale of 
students, he said. 

Borgatti-Reed, who feels “very strong- 
ly” about keeping the 
current mascot, said 
she hasn't spoken to 
one parent or teacher 
who agrees with Sen- 
ate Bill 291. 

“Most are proud of 
our American Native 
heritage, she added. 
Calling Agawam “a 
very tight commu- 
nity, Borgatti-Reed 
said she sees Agawam “bucking the trend” 
to replace Native American mascots. “The 
Native American is a big part of our culture 
that carries on through our schools.’ 

Rua also said shes heard residents talk 
about the mascot issue. 

“Overwhelmingly, they feel our mascot 
represents the pride and the history of our 
town, Rua said. “Agawam has embraced 
its heritage and honored it with our town 
name, town seal, and team names and 
mascots.” 


Legislators opposed 
State Sen. Barbara LItalien, D-Andover, 
filed Senate Bill 291 at the request of con- 
stituents in Tewksbury who were upset 
after their School Committee voted not to 
change a Native American mascot. LItalien 
has said that she personally believes mas-

cot issues should be decided at the local 
level, but introduced the bill so that legisla- 
tors could hear constituents concerns. 

Agawams state legislators, Sen. Donald 
Humason, R-Westfield, and Rep. Nicholas 
Boldyga, R-Southwick, also said school 
mascots should be a local issue, and op- 
pose the bill. 

Humason, writing to the education 
committee chair, said he shares the bill's 
goal — preventing misrepresentation of 
Native American culture in public schools 
— but disagrees that the state knows bet- 
ter than local school boards about how to 
represent their community's history and 
culture. 

“This legislation would remove ability 
for the residents and elected officials of a 
community to determine how they want to 
honor their history, he wrote. “All too often 


the state issues mandates without consid- 
ering the particulars of the local commu- 
nities that would be affected. I believe that 
the local school boards are best suited to 
decide how to respect their local heritage.’ 

Boldyga, who praised Borgatti-Reed and 
Rua for their leadership, added, “We should 
preserve our heritage and our history and 
pass that knowledge on to our children and 
grandchildren.’ 

Since Borgatti-Reed and Rua were un- 
able to attend the hearing on Senate Bill 
291, they plan to meet with the education 
committee chairman in September, and 
invite residents to join them. They also en- 
courage residents to send letters or emails 
to legislators opposing the bill.
